GALAPAGOS TORTOISES. 
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The Oalapagos tortoises are the only 
survivors of an ancient race of huge 
turtles which lived so long ago as the 
early part of the tertiary epoch. Speci- 
mens weighing from six hundred to 
seven hundred pounds have been 
tuTcd. and there is authentic record of 
one Individual taken v. hich tipped the 
scales at eight hundred and seventy 
pounds. However, nearly all of the 
very big ones have been caught and 
devoured, and it will not be long before 
the race is exterminated — literally 
"eaten off the face of the earth by glut- 
tonous men." It Is reckoned that ten 
millions of those turtles have been 
taken from the islands since their 
covery. 

No provisions for ships were 
found eoual to theee tortoises, w! 
will remain in good condition for a year 
without food or water. A supply of the 
latter is carried by the animal in a bag, 
which contains as much as t wo gallons 
sometimes. They ore very sagaci 
and when kept on deck can t>e tai 
to confine themselves to any spoot 
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form, never containing more than t 
eggs, which are heated by the su 
hole tielng so contrived as to lulmii 
rays through its daily course." This 
last remarkable statement would seem 
to imply that these cheloninns were 
somewhat familiar with astronomy 

The tortoises are vegetable feeders, 
according to the Hoston Transcript, 
browsing chiefly on a succulent ea.-tus. 
It is said that they are entirely deaf, so 
that oven the report of B gun does not 
startle or alarm them. At Interval* 
they make pilgrimages to the hill tops, 
where water is to be found, traveling by 
night only. Thus, in tho course of cen- 
turies, they have worn regular r.wtds 

from the shore up the mountain aidea,

The Hamburg-American Steamship 
Wieland Arrives With Sickness.

Washington, Sept 10.— A dispatch 
was received at the war department 
Friday morntnff from the president 
dlreutiuif that a portion of the govern- 
nient reservation at Sandy Hook be 
turned over to the treasury department 
as a station for the detention of passen- 
gers now on the ships in the lower bay 
at New York harlwr. The president 
based his action on representations 
made to him by Secretary Foster and 
Secretary Tracy. 

The news telegraphed from Sandy 
Hook and quarantine Friday morning 
is to the effect that the Hamburg- Amer- 
ican line steamship Wioland, which 
passed Sandy Hook shortly after 0 
o'clock Friday morning, reached the 
lower bay at 7:13 and there anchored 
and hoisted the yellow flag, indicating 
that she^has sickness, probably cholera, 

The Wieland is not one of the first 
class steamers of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line, but is a vessel of about ti»c 
sam* si*c and build as the Rugia, which 
is now in lower quarantine. The Wie- 
land. however, like the Rugia, carries 
both cabin and steerage passengers and 
no doubt has her usual full complement 
of the latter. 

In addition the yellow flag fin* also 
again been hoisted on board the steam- 
ship Normannia, where so many saloon 
passengers are detained in spite of the 
fact that the scourge seems to be 



« alone. 

It is therefore a relief to know that 
Sandy Hook also telegraphs that the
